4. Becaufe we apprehend, the debarring this Houfe from 
any Enquiry into the Conduct of Minitters for the Time 
pait, or from giving their Advice in Matters of great Con- 
cern to the Publick, for the Time to come, tend to deftroy 
the very Being of this Houfe, and of Confequence, the whole 
Frame of our Conftitution : And how Melancholly a View 
muft it be to all his Majefty’s Subjects, to fee the private 
Property of fo many Particulars, and fo advantagious a 
Trade to the whole, refufed to be brought under the Infpe- 
ction of this Houfe, and yet, (as far as it appears to us) to- 
tally neglected by the Adminiftration ? And we are the more 
furprifed to find this Backwardnefs, with regard to the 
the Intereft of our Colonies, fince we are perfuaded, that 
the Ballance of Trade at prefent is againft us in moft Parts 
of the World, and only compenfated in fome Degree by 
what we gain by our Weft India Trade: Neither can we 
allow, that they ought to be left to look after themfelves, 
fince they have a Right to claim even more than the Pro- 
tection of their Mother Country, by the great Wealth 
they annually tranfimit to it, and the great sepagetae | pay 
to the Increafe of the Publick Funds, and the Civil Lift ;

say not be expofed to any defperate Attempts, efpecial- 
ly at a Time when it may be impoflible for the Great 
Council of the Nation to be immediately convened: To 
give his Majefty the ftrongeft Affurances, that this Houfe

mentation of his Forces, either by Sea or Land, as fall 
he neceflary for the Honour and Defence of his Kuing- 
foms ; and in concerting fuch Meafures as the Exigency

1. Becaufe we conceive an Addrefs of this kind, impow- 
ering the Crown to raife Men and Money, without {pect- 
fying the Numbers or the Sum, is unwarranted by any Pre- 
cedent, and is of the moft dangerous Confequence ; for it 
feems to us totally to fubvert the very Foundation of our 
Conftitution, the Wifdom of our Anceftors having provi- 
ded many regular Steps, and folemn Forms, for granting 
Supplies to the Crown; whereas this new Method of a 
fudden Addrefs upon a Meffage, at once fruftrates and 
eludes all thofe wife and ancient Precautions. 

2. Becaufe the Hiftory of feveral Countries, formerly 
free, furnifhes us with many fatal Examples of the Abufe 
of fuch unlimited Powers, whenever the Eftates of thofe 
Countries have transferred the Legiflative Authority, ot 
raifing Money, from themfelves, by an ill-plac d Confi- 
dence, into the Hands of a few. “The Cortes of Spain, 
by trufting the Power of raifing Money, without their be- 
ing affembled, tho’ but for One Year, and the Eftates of 
France, by allowing the Aids for the Defence of the King- 
dom, to be raifed for three or four Years together, with- 
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by their weak Compliance with fuch a fatal Meafure, 
were the unhappy Inftraments of rendering themfelyes 
ufelels, and of enflaving their refpective Countries. 

3. Becaufe, tho’ we we have all poffible Confidence in 
His Majefty’s Wifdom and Juitice, and all imaginable 
Zeal for the Honour and Support of His Perfon and Go- 
vernment, we cannot approve of a Meflage, which, we 
are perfuaded, was both formed and advifed by the /ame 
Minifpers in whom thofe extenfive and difcretionary Poy- 
ers are lodged by this Addrefs ; and we fee no Reafon, 
by any I:xperience of their pef OFconomy, to truft them 
with the arbitrary Difpofal of an unlimited Sum, and as 
little Reafon, from the Succe/s of their former Alliances, 
to give any Approbation to paf Treaties, which have ne- 
ver been communicated to this Houfe, ora previous Sanct- 
on of any future Treaties they fhall contract ; efpecially 
jince, by their Multiplicity of Negotiations, they have in- 
volved the Nation 1» Kagagements with divers foreign 
Powers, inconfiftent (as we conceive) with one another ; 
and, in fo great a Variety, we can by no means be fure, 
thar the def will be fingled out to be fulfilled. 

4. Becaufe the prefent unfortunate Situation of the Affairs 
ot Eurcpe cannot be reprefented as unforefeen, or unexpect- 
ei ; fince, from the gradual Progrefs of our Negotiations 
for fome Years laft paft, the gradual Increafe of the Difor- 
ders aud Contufions in Ewrope has conftantly been foretold. 
‘We theretore conceive, that had there not been fome /e- 
cret Reafcn tor proceeding in this Manner (which Rea/foa 
we will rather pafs over in Silence, than attempt to point 
out) the neceflary Demands of Men and Money would 
have been laid before the Parliament at the Beginning of 

he Seflion, according to the ancient.and regular Ufage, 
and which would as certainly have been granted by a Par- 
liament, which has diftingaithed itfelf by a: remarkable 
Zeal, Duty and Liberality to the Throne. . 

5. We cannot think it prudent, in order to extricate our 
felves cut of our prefent Difficulties, to lodge thofe unli- 
muited, and (as we appreheud) dangerovs Powers, in the 
Hands of thefe very Perfons, under whofe Management 
and Conduct thefe Difficulties have been brought upon us ; 
it {as we conceive) the National Debts are hardly leffen’d 
iy more than [Twenty Years Peace; if our fucceffive 
Fleets have proved a Terror to no Nation, but only 2 


Burchea to our own: If our great Armies have difturge 
Fhe 
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she Minds of none but His Majefty’s own Subjects; this 
extenfive Power of ralfing Money, Fleets and Armies, 
feems to us improperly intrufted in the Hands of phe > 
Minificrs, who have made no better Ute of the Con4- 
dence already repofed in them. 

6. We woald,*with the utmoft Zeal, concur in what. 


ever might increafe to his Majelty the Affections of 


his People at Home, or the Retpect of his Neighbours 
Abroad: But this Zeal without Knowledge, we think, 
can tend to neither of thofe defirable Eads, but oa the 
contrary, rather bring Contempt (as we apprehend} upon 
the too eafy and implicit Faith of Parliaments, than add 
Weight and Dignity to thofe Powers we lodge, without 
any vifible Realon, in the Hands of the Miniflers.

been purfued, and all the Money which hath been taken 
from the Sinking Fund had been applied to the paying off 
the National Debts, there would have been paid off at 
Chrifimas 1733, near Twenty-five Millions more than 
there hath been, and our Debts would have been reduced 
to Fifteen Millions Six Thoufand and Six Hundred 
Pounds. 

Very exact truly! That is, if we had not /pext our Mo- 
ney, it would have been faved, and we might have paid 
our Debts.

HE Imperial General, Count de Mercy, at the 

Head of 12,000 Germans, having crofled the Po, 
near Mirandola, and entrenched himfelf; the Marfhal de 
Villars pafled that River near Burgo-forte, in the \fzatuan, 
and having defeated a Body of Jmperialifis, which lay near 
that Place, and drove them under the Cannon of the City 
of Mantua, returned and took that Fortrefs Sword in 
Hand ; 300 Men, which was half of the Jmperial Garri- 
fon, were flain in the Defence of it, and the reft, with 
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Lhe Imperiahfis are intrenched between Svzora, and 
Luzara, where the Marfhal de Villars is preparing to at- 
tack them with the united Forces of France and Sardinia, 
in order to oblige them to recrofs the River. 

The Spanifh “Vroops in Nap/es have taken the Caftle of 
St. E/mo, and made the Garrifon, which confifted of about 
490 German Troops, Prifoners of War. 

The late Viceroy who fled to Barletta, upon that 
"Town's declaring for Don Carlos, was obliged to retire to 
Otrento in Ca/airia, where a Detachment of Spaniards o- 
vertook and defeated a Party of his Guards, of which 
160 were killed or taken Prifoners, and it is hardly 
doubted but the Viceroy himfelf will fall into their 
Hands. 

There is a Report of a later Action in Jta/y, to the 
Advantage of the Jmperial/ifis, in which, it is faid, the 
Confederates have loft their Cannon and Baggage ; but 
thisNews feems to be too hafty to be true. 


GERMANY. 


HE Body of Frexch Troops which paffed the Rbix- 

near Manheim, are now faid to be but 20,000 Men. 
However, they have fummoned the Town and Territories 
ot Flefe-Darmffadt, and the Countries adjoining to fend 
Deputies, in order to fettle their Contributions. The grand 
Army, under the Marthal, Duke de Berwrek, advances into 
the Empire. This General himfelf, with 40,000 under his 


Command, is entered into the Dutchy of MWVirtemberg ; 


15,000 are pofted in the Territories of Heffe-Darm/ftadt, to 
fecure the Paflage towards Franéfort, and fince the Surren- 
der of the Caftle of Traerbach, the Count de Bellifle has de- 
tached fome Troops to block up Coblentz, and the Caftle of 
Ebrenbritfiein, with a Defign, as it is thought, to befiege 
one if not botb thofe Places. 

In the mean Time the Troops of the Empire, which are 
to join the Jmporial Army, continue their Marches, with 
their ufual Gravity: And, it is believed, Prince Eugene will 
be obliged to act on the Defenfiye only, till their Ar- 
rival. 

Our laft Advices from the Rhine fav, that the Duke of 
Berwick’s filing off with his Army towards Philipsburg was 


but a Feint, to make the Imperialifs more fecure, but wr 
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he foon after turned his March direSly towards the Imperial 
Camp, at Heilbrun, having in the mean Time ordered the 
Duke Noailles, the Count de Bellifley and the Marquis 
@ Asfeldt, to join him with the Forces under their refpective 
Commands, This being done, they advanced together ta
